7. CRAFT BEER IN INDUSTRIAL LANDS: Action Item

amendments to the Land Development Code to allow for manufacturers of malt
beverages or distilled spirits, of at least 12,000 square feet in size, to have an accessory
restaurant or tasting room that is greater than 3,000 square feet in gross floor area.
